was acquainted with deceased, and saw him alive
on Wednesday evenl ng shortly before eight o'clock;
left him at South ferry; he sald nhe would stop there
till the witness returned; in about ien minutes after-

wards the witness returned and was told by the bar-
keeper where they had been Lhai Mr. Fiyun bad
gune homs,

L'avid Babeoek testified to finding the body In the
dock on ‘Lhursday lnul‘ulllﬁ; officer McQuade was
culied, and on coming up a Mr. Moran examinea the
body; there was aohain in his vess whicn My, Moran
putied out and found adouble cased gold ctased
wateh atiached to 1t, and returned the watch o de-

The jury found “That deceased came to his death
by aceidental drowniog, on the sd day of March,
1870, They find that a larceny was commitied from
the person of deceasad afier his dedth, aud recom-
mend thet the case ba tuyestigatyd by (e proper
